New Oarnans, La., May 17.—[ Special.] 
The Mississippi Valley railroad deeided today 
to cease its efforts to close 
and will devote its V 
bank still remaining. 
wards and General Manager

Mississippi Valley and Illinois Central officials, 
and Capt. John F. Grant, recently the Gen- 
eral Manager of the Texas and Pacific, and 
former General Manager of the Mississippi 
Vailey. He not only built the latter road but 


closed the famous Bonnet Carre crevasse, and 


volunteered his services in this instance. 

It was the unanimous decision not to make 
any further attempt to close the crevasse, but 
to crib around the edges of the broken banks 
in order to keep the crevasse from spreading. 
The crevasse is now 240 feet wide by 
twelve feet deep. The velocity 
of the water averages five feet 
ahd the volume of the discharge is about 

14, 400 cubie feet per second. All this water 
will find its way to Lake Pontchartrain, but 
the engineers do not fear that the rear of the 
the city will be overflowed, as the rear ‘levees 
can resist a much longer rise on the lake. 

The Mississippi Valley has quit using its 
tracks and is sending ite through trains around 
over the Ilhnois Central tracks as far as Jack- 
son, Miss., and thence to Vicksburg. Local 
trains will be run to each side of the break, 
and in the meantime an incline will be built 
at the crevassee, and in about four days traffic 
will be resumed and passengers transferred by 
boat. 

The excursionists to Baton Rouge, who went 
up to see Gev. Foster inaugurated yesterday, 
‘got back tonight, crossing the river and com- 
mg dowa on. the Texas and Pacific tracks, 
The crevasse water just reached the Illinois 
Central tracks tonight, going under the bridge 
at Bayou La Branche. The IIlinois Central 
managers say traffic will not be interrupted, 
as there will be enough culverts to let the 

water pass and if this is not sufficient the 
track will be raised. The New Orleans and 
Southern expects to have all the lower cre- 
vasses closed by morning and will resume 
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softening of the levees has become serious at 
Mayersvilie, Miss., where the people are now 
guarding the levees night and day; at Moon 
Lake, Miss., also in the Greenville district. 
and at Hard Times levee, across the foot of 
Lake St. Joseph, in Tensas Parish, La. 

A crevasse at any of these points would be a 
great disaster, One at Hard Times would 
flood the entire parish, as the levee is about 
twenty teet high.

CONGRESSIONAL AID DENIED. 


Appropriations Committee Refuses Help to 
Flood Sufferers. 

Wasutnerox, D. C., May 17.—Representa- 
tive Catchings of Mississippi a few days ago, 
on the receipt of letters from Warren County, 
calling attention to the fact that a large num- 
ber of the inhabitants of the county had been 
driven from their homes the floods of the 
Mississippi River, and ral thousand ne- 
groes rendered destitute, introduced a resolu- 
tion appropriating $30,000 for the relief of the 
destitute until the high water had receded, the 
landlords being unable to aid the sufferers, as 
this was third successive year in which the 
lands had been submerged. 

Today Representative Breckinridge of Ken- 
tacky reported the resolution from the Appro- 
priations committee with an adverse recum- 
mendation. The teport says that the facts 
presented have excited the warmest sympathy 
of the committee and they would gladly re- 
port the resolution favorably if there were no 
other question involved than that of giving 
succor to persons in distress. But they do 
not think that the case is one which would 
justify Congress in making the appropriation 
asked. 

Thousands of Cattie Drowned. 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., May 17.—(Special.]— 
The Missouri has begun to rise again. At 
Manhattan the Kansas River rose five inches 
in twenty-four hours. Rains are reported 
over an area from South Dakota into Okla- 
homa. Old rivermen think that the water 
will reach the stage of 1844 if this high water 
bolds on until the June rise.

Seven hundred voices pouring out in the 
glorious choruses of Haydn’s “ Creation and | 
in Berlioz’s impressive Messe des Morte,” 
an orchestra of 125 pieces bending every 
energy in accompaniment—that is what the 
audience which attended the first of the Apol- 
lo club anniversary concerts last evening 
heard. What it saw was, in its way, quite as 
remarkable. The great stage of the Audi- 
torium was filled with singers to its utmost 
linits. Even the wings which serve as a con- 
stant reminder of certain great composers to 
Chicago people were removed and the spaces 
filled with solid phalanxes of tenors and basses 
standing guard overas gay a gathering of 
sopranos and altos as even the 
Auditorium has ever witnessed, The bright 
evening gowns of the women—blue and pink 
and red—gave the effect of an old-fashioned 
garden a hundred times enlarged. The waving 
fans in their hands were like huge butterflies 
fluttering above them. In spite of its size, it 
was a remarkably well-trained and conduct- 
able chorus—a fact which Mr. Thomas must 
have appreciated even more than the audience 
which confronted it. He dia not express his 
approbation and satisfaction, however, and the 
audience did. It spent a great deal of time 
and energy in just that way. Even at the end 
of the Dies Ir, when the trumpets almost 
blew the roof off, when Death stood still in

A Distinet Epoch for the Club. 

Last night’s performance in connection 
with the two that are to follow it marks a dis- 
tinct epoch in the history of what has long 
been recognized as the leading choral society 
in Chicago. 

Of all those who joined the Apollo Musical 
club when it was first organized, early in the 
aumuier of 1872, only two are now enrolled 
upon its list of members—Philo A, Otis, its 
President, ead Mr. Brown. But the same en- 
ergetic, enthusiastic spirit which enabled its 
founders to inaugurate so important an or- 
ganization in the face of the disaster occa- 
sioned by the great fire animates the club 
today. 

It is a somewhat remarkabie fact that in the 
whole course of its existence the club has: 
never known the burden of debt. There Al- 
ways has been something left over in its treag-, 
ury at the end of.each year. It is perhaps 
this uniform financial success which has given 


it courage to engage in so tremendous 
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The idea of forming a musical association 
modeled after the Apollo club of Boston origi- 
nated with S. G. Pratt. In carrying out his 
plans for the organization he was warmly sup- 
ported by the thirty-three charter members. 
George P. Upton was the first President of 
the club, holding | that position for several 
years. S. G. Pratt conducted the rehearsals 
for a time, and gave place to A. W. Dohm. 
the former leader of the Mendelaschn Society. 
The first concert given by the club was at 
Standard Hall, Jan. 21, 1878. Four other con- 
certs were given at Standard Hall, bringing 
the first season to a close. The club was fair- 
ly established. and from those days of crude 
but earnest beginning to the present day its 
course has been onward and upward. 

The honor of developing the Apollo club 
from a small and well trained münnerchor to 
a mixed chorus belongs to William L. Tom- 
lins. The first concert with the auxiliary 
woman’s chorus was given Dec. 5, 1878, and 
the wisdom of the change was at once appar- 
ent in the broadening of the club’s range of 
action, 

A still greater achievement, from the point 
of view of social economy, was the scheme of 
wage-workers’ concerts, which has given the 
toiling masses an opportunity to hear high 
class concerts at a price easily within their 
means. 
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MERITED THE HIGHEST PRAISE, 


The Apollo Club's Rendering of “The Crea- 
tion a Musical Treat. 

In 1809 Bombet, a French musical enthusi- 
ast who at that time resided in Vienna, wrote 
to a friend in Paris a detailed description of 
Haydn’s Oroation —the great work 
with which the 65-year-old master had 
set the entire musical world agog, and the 
first performance of which, eleven years be- 
fore, Bombet had witnessed. In dilating 
upon the rare descriptive worth of Haydn’s 
music these words are used of the air of Uriel 
and the chorus, which tell of the departure of 
the spirits of hell: “Haydn has utilized 
all that is disagreeable in the enharmonic 
genus; horrible discords, strange modulations 
and chords of the diminished seventh.” One 
could but think while listening last evening to 
this air and chorus, which, to ears accustomed 
to modern music, are m no wise dis- 
cordant, what would have been the com- 
ments of Bombet, to wrom these bermonies 
were the extreme of realism in music, could 
he have been in the Auditorium and heard the 
Tuba Mirum” from Berlioz’s “‘ Requiem,” 
as it was given by the great choral and orches- 
tral forces under Mr. Thomas’ direction? The 
contrast of these two examples of program 
music—the oratorio, one of the early specimens 
of this style of writing; the mass, a late one, 
which for overwhelming sonority; has not yet 
been equaled—served tu reveal most strikingly 
the rapid strides made in musical taste during 
the century, and how vast were the advances 
made in orchestral resources during the forty 
years that elapsed between the composition of 
the two works. 

Of the performance of The Creation last 
evening unqualified praise may be spoken of 
both the choral and the orchestral por.

Defense of Préesidept Newtén, Accused of 
Defrauding Uncle 8m. 

Dus Mornzs, Ia., May 17.—[ Special. — The 
case of the government against John C. New- 
ton, millionaire and President of the Des 
Moines and Kansas City railway company, 
was begun in the Federal Court here today. 
The indictment sets forth that Mr, Newton 
and M. F. Oxford conspired to défraud 
the government by padding the mails 
during the period designated by the 
government to have all mails weighed on rail- 
way routes for the purpose of fixing the com- 
pensation. The allegéd excess of mail matter 
consisted of old newspapers of dates long 
prior to the time of mailing and, according to 
the indictment, were not intended to be mailed 
for any legititnate purpose. 

The indictment then goes on to set out in 
detail the manner in which Mr. Newton and 
Mr. Oxford padded the mail. It states 
that Mr. Newton had old newspapers mailed 
to parties at Cainsville, Mo., from Des Moines, 
and that Mr. Oxford at that end of the 
line mailed the papers back here again, thus 
increasing the weight of the mails, It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Newton's defense will be 
that he mailed the papers, had a right to mail 
them, and paid the postage. 

It is also said that Mr. Newton paid out 
$900 for postage and that if the scheme had 
gone through the earnings of the road would 
have been increased $14,000 during the four 
years.

FREE SHIPS AND DEMOCRATIC WORK- 
INGMEN. 

The Committee on Merchant Marine of the 
Democratic House of Representatives has pre- 
pared and recommended the passage of a bill 
providing that after Jan. 1 next any vessel, 
steam or sail, whether built abroad or in the 
United States, shall be entitled to an Amer- 
ican registry, and can sail under the Amer- 
ican flag if owned by a citizen of this coun- 


try. 
Concerning the men who drafted and rec- 


ommended the passage of thia bill, the New 
York Sun has this to say: : 

The present House Committee on Merchant 
Marine and the Fisheries is made up of nine Dem- 
ocrats. and four Republicans. Of the thirteen 
members, eleven are lawyers, practicing their 
profession, with a single exception, in interior 
towns and villages. The exception is a lawyer of 
Bridgeport. He at least knows the smell of salt 
water. The Chairman of the committee is Mr. 
Fowler of New Jersey, who practices law in the 
Village of Newton, not far from the mighty 
waters of Sparta Pond. The next member of tne 
committee is Mr. Fithian of IIlinois, the author 
of the free-ship bill. Mr. Pithian practices law 
at Newton, III., a village near the headwaters of 
Muddy Creek. Mr. Moore of Texas prac- 
tices law at a point an the Colorado River 
about one hundred and fifty or one 
hundred and seventy-five miles from 
the Gulf of Mexico. Mr, Caruth of Kentucky has 
studied the question of ocean transportation in 
the quiet seclusion of his law office at Louisville, 
Ky.; Mr. Buchanan in his law office amid the 
mountains of Southwestern Virginia; Mr. Stump 
in his law library at Bel Air, Md. Mr. Wheeler, a 
Republican, has had the advantage of a fresh- 
water outlook from the wiadows of his law office 
on the shores of Lake Michigan. Mr. Hopkins 
has dreamed of ships and read of buccaneers and 
the Fiying Dutchman in his lawwffice at Aurora, 
III., a country town somewhere back of Chicago. 
Mr. Atkinson, in his law office at Mifflintown, Pa., 
and Mr. Wilson, in his law office at Barboursville, 
in the mountains of East Kentucky, have pursued 
their investigations as to the causes of the de- 
cline of the American merchant marine, at a safe 
distance from the sea and from seasickness. 

It is proper to add that the four Republican 
members of the committee are not in favor of 
the measure, which is the product of the nau- 
tical experience of the nine Democrats, 

Were this bill to pass, and capitalists al- 
lowed to import ships from foreign countries 
free of duty and make the same use of them 
in the foreign and coasting trade that they do 
of vessels built in the United States, they 
would get them where they could be bought 
cheapest. Necessarily the price they would 
pay would be much less than the home cost of 
similar vessels. Perhaps they would purchase 
at very low figures second-hand British steam- 
ers which would only need newtriple expan- 
sion engines to adapt them for the coasting, 
the West India, and the South American trade. 
No one will deny this, or question the fact 
that capital will make the best bargains it can. 

On the other hand, what would the conse- 
quences be as regards labor employed in 
building vessels for the American coasting 
trade, and the capital invested in that busi- 
ness? Each would get a black eye. That 
capital and that labor would have nothing left 
to do except repair foreign-built ships, Thou- 
sands of American workmen would find them- 
selves out of a job the day after the passage 
of the free-ship bill. Most of those men are 
Democrats, have voted its free-trade ticket 
and intend to doso this fall.

The important viaduct at Halsted and Kinzie 
is closed to the public because it needs ex- 
tensive repairs, The roads it crosses are ready 
to make them, but the city will not allow any- 
thing to be done because it has not been settled 
yet whether the Northwestern and other tracks 
on West Kinzie shall be elevated or not. 

At present there are viaducts at Milwaukee 
avenue, Halsted, Sangamon, and Ashland and 
Western avenues, If the tracks are elevated, 
they will have to be torn down the ap- 
proaches removed. If the tracks are not to be 
elevated, then the viaduct at Halsted street 
should be repaired at once and additional 
ones constructed this side of Western avenue 
when necessary. The roads are ready to build 
them now, both the old ones and those which 
are bound by the ordinances admitting them 
to the city to contribute to their construction. 

Therefore without more ado the Council 
should proceed to settle what is to be done on 
West Kinzie street, for this is a question 
which is pressing for an immediate answer. 
There are also some very dangerous crossings 
on the South Side, where a few months ago 
street-cars were run into and some of their 
occupants killed, ‘The Fort Wayne is anxious 
to build a number ot viaducts, but the city 
‘will not allow it to do so because no policy 
has been determined on as regards track- 
raising. These questions which involve the 
hives of people who may at any moment meet 
death at these grade crossings cannot be post- 
poned indefinitely. 

If the Council thitiks it will cost too much 
to have the commission mvestigate the track- 
raising of all the Chicago roads why cannot it 
retain its services for a time, if its services 
seem to be of any value, and direct it to ex- 
amine into and report on some of the special 
problems mentioned above? It could investi- 
gate and report as to what should be done on 
West Kinzie street, where three roads come in, 
and could also report as regards the Fort 
Wayne. : 

There is danger that this matter will get 
into a snarl, and that nothing will be done, 
that no viaducts will be built even where they 
are needed and the roads ars ready to pay for 
them, and that the grade crossings will grow 
more and more unsafe as the number of trains 
increases and the crowds of people grow 
greater. 


THE COINAGE RATIO. 

The Denver Republican thinks the recent 
rise in the price of silver was dueto the in- 
creased probability of favorable action for 
the restoration of silver by the International 
Money Conference which will probably begin 
about six weeks hence. It also professes 
to see no difficulty in the way of resolving to 
throw open the mints of the leading nations 
of the world to the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver on equal terms with gold at the 
ratio of 1544 to 1, and it hopes that the con- 
ference will take this view of its duty.” 
Then it says if the rest of the civilized world 
is unwilling to act in codperation with the 
United States in securing the complete re- 
habilitation of silver (on the old ratio), our 
government can still solve the quescion, so 
far as our own case is concerned put up 


the price to $1.294¢ per ounce and keep it 


there. 

It is not probable the conference will 
recommend the adoption of the ratio which 
was once real but is now intensely artificial. 
Its membership will include at least some 
men who know well that the old ratio does not 
express the present relation of cost, and they 
will think the difference is too great to be suc- 
cessfully bridged even by an international 
agreement. The Republican may argue on 
this point as it pleases, but it will not thereby 
alter the fact, and probably will not change 
the opinion of a single member of the confer- 
ence. It is, however, foolish in the extreme 
to think that if other nations cannot agree to 
restore the old ratio the United States can 
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The number of regular delegates to the con-

come interested while yet a citizen of Iowa He 


said he was coming back to Iowa to commit it 
to the silver side in the prevailing controversy. 
The next day, after a hot fight in the Ninth Dis- 
trict caucus, he defeated the Hon. L. R. Bolter 
as a candidate for the Committee on Kesolutions 
and so obtained a voice in the framing of the 
party platform. 

What took place in Iowa undoubtedly hap- 
pened in other States. The mine-owners who 
fancied they would be personally benefited to 
an enormous extent by the success of the free- 
coinage movement worked energetically and 
harmoniously in all the States where they be- 
lieved they had any prospect of carrying their 
point. Being actuated by self-interest they 
naturally worked harder than those who did 
not share tReir sentiments and the free-coin- 
age conspiracy was seemingly a success. But 
the people are being undeceived and this year 
they are expressing their real sentiments. 
That is why the platforms of 1892 dre so much 
sounder than those of the years immediately 
preceding. —

ODIST OFFICES. 


All Efforts to Obtain Positions as Agents 
of the Book Concerns or on the Mission- 
ary noard Futile—The ‘Freed men’s Aid 
Secretaryship Carried Over—Southera 
Outrages Vigorously Condemned— Mis- 
sionary Bishops Must Travel-John 
Fieid’s Idea of Business Management. 


Oman, Neb., May 17.—The genial face of 
Bishop Bowman appeared behind the presid- | 
ing officer’s desk in the general conference 
this morning. 

When the minutes had been read Dr. Moore of 
the Central Christian Advocate wanted to take 
up the matter of allowing the Bishops to select 
their residences according to seniority, but the 
conference would not depart from the regular 
order, which was the calling of committee 
reports. 

The Committee on Itinerancy brought in a 
report recommending the abolishment of the 
five-year limit on the appointment of pastors. 
The report favored the idea of permitting the 
Bishops to appoint pastors every year without 
reference to the place to which the ministers 
had been assigned the year previous. As the 
church law has stood for many years, a pastor 
could not remain at one place longer than five 
years in succession. A motion to make the 
report the special order for Wednesday was 


carried. 

The order of elections was taken up. Dr. 
Lanahan presented a resolution providing that 
nominations should be made in open confer- 
ence and all elections should take place in 
open court. Dr. Goucher moved that the elec- 
tion of the Secretaries of the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society be postponed until next Thursday be- 
cause the committee was not ready to report. 
Dr. Lanahan’s resolution, with Dr. Goucher’s 
amendment, was adopted. 

Southern Negro Outrages Denounced. 

The Committee on the State of the Church 
brought in a ‘of th that fairly bristled with 
denunciation of the outrages practiced upon 
the colored race in the South. It called upon 
the government, the State officials, the M. E. 
Church, and all good citizens to abolish the 
indignities and outrages that are put upon 
the colored people and all white people who 
work for the —— ot the colored race in 
the Southern States. The resolution declared 
that the colored people were treated shame- 
fully on the railway trains, at hotels, and in 
every way. They were shot down like dogs 
and the law of the land was trampled under 
foot by the people who despised the colored 
race. The resolution stirred up tremendous 
enthusiasm. 

Dr. Queal, Dr. Payne, and others made 
vehement speeches calling upon the great 
Methodist Church to sound the alarm and 
stand firmly for the rights of the colored 


race. 

Dr. Myley advised the conference to be 
moderate in the on dg employed.

The Missionary Report Adopted. 

The Missionary committee offered a few 
amendments to the rules relating to confer.

The Missionary com- 
mittee recommended that the missionary 
Bishops be requested to attend the annual 
pene the Missionary Board. 

n McCabe opposed the change. He 
said it would be*a needless expense.

J. O. Peck, Dr. H. B. nard, William Jones, 
Dr. J. W. Hamilton, Dr. A. J. Palmer, Dr. S. 
L. Baldwin. The incumbents d the last 

uadriennium were Dr. Peck, Chaplain Me- 

abe, and Dr. Leonard. It was generally con- 
ceded that McCabe and Peck would ttecure a 
reélection. The third place, it was thought, 
was in doubt. 

The result of the ballot for missionary 
Secretaries was announced as follows: Total 
number of votes cast 479, of which Dr. Peck 
received 381, Dr. Leonard 248, Chaplain Mc- 
Cable 412, Dr. Necley 75, Dr. Hamilton 20, 
Dr. A. J. Pal mer 73, Dr. Baldwin 13, and the 
rest scattering. colored men were not in 
it. Dr. Hammond, the colored candidate, 
got but 2 votes. McCable, Peck, and Leon- 
ard, the Seeretaries for the last quadrennium, 
were declared to be reélected. 


A Contest Over Cincinnati. 


By resolution the Rev. John M. Reid was 
made Honorary Secretary of the Missionary — 
ciety. The report of the ballot fur book 
of the Cincinnati concern was then broug 
by thetellers. The whole number of ballots cast 
was 479; it required 242 to make a choice. Dr. 
Earl Cranston received 405 votes and was the 
only man elected.

CONGRESSMEN WON'T BE PREFERRED. 


Pension Claimants Will Now Take Places 
as the Evidence Is Filed. 

Wasnineroy, D. C., May 17.—[ Special. 
One of the long standing abuses of the Pen- 
sion Office has been the preference given 
to Congressional alls. The investigation 
which has been going on in the House has 
shown how great the evil was, and many Con- 
gressmen declared that they would be glad to 
have a rule adopted which would convince 
pensioners that they could not expedite 
claims. So the Pension Office has agaia 
made astand and issued a circular defining 
the practice. As soon as claims are completed 
they are placed upon the completed files, show- 
ing the date of the filing of the last piece of 
evidence, 

Claims are arranged in three classes: orig- 
inal invalid claims, widows’ claims, and 
increase and new disability claims, and 
each class of claims is drawn upon 
separate sets of completed file cards, 
There are now cases enough upon the 
com pleted files for four months’ continuous 
work, The status of cases is not given when 
on the completed files. ‘The bureau is now 
issuing about 28,000 certificates per month, 
and this numbercan be considerably increased 
by avoiding the duplication of — in giving 
status. 

There is no variation in the rule of ad judi- 
cating cases in the order of the date of their 
completion, except made special upon 
sworn statement showing that the claimant is 
sick and in danger of AR or unable to work 
and living upon charity.
